My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


Since the close of the last Session of Parliament, 
the arms of the Allies have achieved a signal and 
important success. Sebastopol, the great strong- 
hold of Russia in the Black Sea, has yielded to the 
persevering constancy and to the daring bravery of 
the Allied Forces. 

The Naval and Military preparations for the en- 
suing year have necessarily occupied My serious 
attention; but, while determined to omit no effort 
which could give vigour to the operations of the 
War, I have deemed it My duty not to decline any 
overtures which might. reasonably afford a prospect 
of a safe and honourable Peace. Accordingly, 
when the Emperor of Austria lately offered to 
Myself and to My august Ally the Emperor of 
the French to employ his good offices with the 
Emperor of Russia, with a view to endeavour to 
bring about an amicable adjustment of the matters 
at issue between the contending Powers, I con- 
sented, in concert with My Allies, to accept the 
offer thus made; and I have the satisfaction to 
inform you that certain conditions have been agreed 
upon, which I hope may prove the foundation of a 
general Treaty of Peace.

We rejoice to learn that when the Emperor of 
Austria \ately offered to Your Majesty, and to Your 
august Ally, the Emperor of the French, to employ 
his good offices with the Emperor of Russia, with 
a view to endeavour to bring about an amicable ad- 
justment of the matters at issue between the con- 
tending Powers, Your Majesty consented, in concert 
with Your Majesty’s Allies, to accept the offer thus 
made : 

We beg to assure Your Majesty, that we partici- 
pate in the satisfaction which Your Majesty ex- 
presses in informing us that certain conditions have 
been agreed upon which Your Majesty hopes may 
prove the foundation of a general Treaty of Peace, 
and that Negotiations for such a Treaty will shortly 
be opened at Paris :

den and Norway a Treaty containing defensive en- 
gagements applicable to his dominions, and tending 
to the preservation of the Balance of Power in that 
part of Europe: 

We humbly thank Your Majesty for acquainting 
us that Your Majesty has also concluded a Treaty 
of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation with the 
Republic of Chili, and we beg to convey to Your 
Majesty our Thanks for having directed that these 
Treaties shall be laid before us : 

We thank Your Majesty for informing us that the 
Estimates for the ensuing year will be laid before 
us, and that we shall find them framed in sucha 
manner as to provide for the exigencies of War, if 
Peace should unfortunately not be concluded :

to their private interests; while it constitutes an 
Assembly composed of members who, by reason of 
their conflicting or incompatible interests, are more 
disposed to spend their time in party contests than 
in useful legislation ; while it entails upon the com- 
munity an expense entirely disproportioned to their 
resources—it does not offer a single advantage in 
return, which might not be more effectively secured 
by a simpler and more economicul scheme of go- 
vernment. 

12. That, while the extent of the province of 
Auckland, the number of its inhabitants, both Bri- 
tish and aboriginal (being greater than that of all 
the other provinces in the aggregate), the amount 
of revenue (being four-ninths of that of the whole 
six provinces), and the circumstances of its first 
settlement, entitle Auckland to be the seat of the 
government of New Zealand; and while the Peti- 
tioners firmly protest against the injustice of subject- 
ing its interests to a majority of representatives from 
the southern provinces (those representing the South 
being twenty-five, while those representing Auckland 
are only twelve in number), they would equally de- 
precate the hardship to the southern provinces of 
being required to send representatives to a general 
legislature at Auck/and. 

13. That the unity of the colony, so far as regards 
the relations of Auckland to the rest of New Zealand, 
and so far as the unity of the colony under present 
circumstances. 
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‘circumstances can be practically maintained, will be 
sufficiently provided for by giving to the North a 
separate and independent legislature ; and by pro- 
viding that the Governor-in-Chief of the New Zea- 
land islands shall require an uniformity in all enact- 


ments of its separate legislatures, which are intended | 
to affect the objects with reference to which an | 


identity of legislation is supposed to be necessary 
throughout the islands. 

14. That it appears, from the observations of Sir 
J. Pakington, on the present Constitution Act, on 
4 June 1852, that several persons interested in the 
southern settlements were consulted in -the framing 
of the Constitution Act, while no person connected 


with Auckland had an opportunity of representing | 


the interests and rights of that province. 

15. That the proceedings of the General Assembly 
at its late meeting have in fact proved that the repre- 
sentatives of the southern provinces came to Auck- 
land with a determination to compel the Governor 
by their majority of votes to form a new executive 
selected from the southern members, and to change 
the seat of the general government to one of the 
southern settlements; and that failing in these ob- 
jects, two sessions of the Assembly, which were held 
after an interval of a fortnight, were wasted in party 
disputes and squabbles, and finally brought to a 
close without any satisfactory settlement of the pub- 


lic business ; the finances of the colony having been | 


left in a state of the utmost cunfusion, and the laws 
enacted having been hurried through the legislature 


with so little attention that several of them are mani- | 


festly imperfect and unworthy of confidence. 

16. That, in order to hold these sessions of the 
General Assembly, which extended over a period 
from 25th May to 17th September, several of the 
southern members required to be nearly six months, 
and all of them upwards of four months, absent from 
nome, many of them having, besides, their separate 
duties to attend to as members of local legislatures 
of their respective provinces. 

17. That, it having been thus proved that the 
present constitution, with all its complex and ex- 
pensive machinery, cannot be made productive of 
good government to any portion of the colony, Her 
Majesty’s present Ministers are especially pledged 
to grant a constitution more suitable to the neces- 
sities and wishes of the colonists, as well as more 
consistent with justice and good faith to the people 
of Auckland; the Duke of Newcastle, Sir William 
Molesworth, and Mr. Gladstone having objected to | 
the present Constitution Act for one or more of the | 
reasons which the Petitioners have stated, and Lord 
John Russell having declared that, if it were found | 
that parts of such institutions worked with dissatis- | 
faction in the Colonies, there could be no interest | 
either in the Ministers of the Crown, or in Parlia- | 
ment, to oppose the just wishes of the colonists in | 
that respect ; and praying that Her Majesty, with the | 
aid of Parliament, will deliver the province of which | 
they are the elected representatives from the griev-| 
ances to which it has been subjected by the present | 
Constitution Act.

2. That an appeal to the Judicial Committee of 
Privy Council shall be provided for any person who 
may consider himself to have been aggrieved by any 
decision or order of the Bombay Government in 
respect to the estate of the last Nawab, under an 
Act of the Indian Legislature passed in 1848. 

In considering the evidence which has been laid 
before them, and has been discussed by counsel, 
your Committee have confined themselves to the 
province which they conceive the House intended to 
assign to them as a Private Bill Committee. They 
have weighed, and according to their judgment de- 
termined, the effect of the Treaty of 1800 as it ought 
to be interpreted according to the rules which govern 
the construction of agreements in a court of justice. 

They have investigated the circumstances which 
have attended the administration by the East India 
Company of the late Nawab’s estate, and have traced 
the history of the enactment passed in 1848 by the 
Indian Legislature, which withdrew from the ordi- 
nary courts of justice the adjudication of suits arising 
in connexion with that estate. 

They have examined how far any distinction ex- 
isted between the present and other cases of disputed 
property in Jndia, of such a nature as to render in- 
applicable in this instance the right of appeal to the 

rivy Council which Parliament has provided for 
the inhabitants of that country in general. 

Guided by these views, your Committee have 
passed, with some Amendments, the Preamble and 
Clauses of the Bill. 

Into other considerations of a political or of a | 
constitutional nature your Committee have declined 
to enter. What degree of weight these considera- 
tions may bear, your Committee have regarded as a 
question which properly belongs to the House itself,

And afterwards, a Speech of the Lords Commis- 
sioners was delivered to both Houses by the Lord 
High Chancellor, as followeth : 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


We are commanded by Her Majesty to release 
you from further attendance in Parliament, and, at 
the same time, to express to you Her warm acknow- 
ledgments for the zeal and assiduity with which you 
have applied yourselves to the discharge of your 
public duties during the Session. 


When Her Majesty met you in Parliament at the 
opening of the Session, Her Majesty was engaged, 
in co-operation with Her Allies, the Emperor of the 
French, the King of Sardinia and the Sultan, in an 
arduous War, having for its object matters of high 
European importance; and Her Majesty appealed 
to your loyalty and patriotism for tie necessary 
means to carry on that War with the energy and 
vigour essential to success. 

You answered nobly the appeal then made to you; 
and Her Majesty was enabled to prepare for the 
operations of the expected Campaign Naval and 
Military Forces worthy of the power and reputation 
of this Country. 

Happily it became unnecessary to apply those 
Forces to the purposes for which they had been 
destined. A Treaty was concluded by which the 
objects for which the War had been undertaken were 
fully attained ; and an honourable Peace has saved 
Europe trom the calamities of continued Warfare. 

Her Majesty trusts that the benefits resulting from 
that Peace will be extensive and permanent; and 
that while the friendships and alliances which were 
cemented by common exertions during the con- 
test will gain strength by mutual interests in Peace, 
those asperities which inherently belong to conflict 
will give place to the confidence and good-will with 
which a faithful execution of engagements will in- 
spire those who have learnt to respect each other as 
antagonists. 


Her Majesty commands us to thank you for your 
support in the hour of trial, and to express to you 
Her fervent hope that the prosperity of Her faithful 
People, which was not materially checked by the 
pressure of War, may continue and be increased by 
the genial influence of Peace. 

Her Majesty is engaged in negotiations on the 
subject of questions in connexion with the Affairs 
of Central America ; and Her Majesty hopes that 
the differences which have arisen on those matters 
between Her Majesty’s Government and that of the 
United States may be satisfactorily adjusted. 

We are commanded by Her Majesty to inform 
you, that Her Majesty desires to avail Herself of 
this occasion to express the pleasure which it af- 
forded Her to receive during the War in which She 
has been engaged numerous and honourable proofs 
of loyalty and public spirit from Her Majesty's 
Indian Territories, and from those Colonial Pos- 
sessions which constitute so valuable and important 
a part of the dominions of Her Majesty’s Crown. 

Her Majesty has given Her cordial assent to the 
Act for rendering more effectual the Police in 
Vou, 111. 
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Counties and Boroughs in England and Wales. 
This Act will materially add to the security of per- 
son and property, and will thus afford increased en- 
couragement to the exertions of honest industry. 


Her Majesty rejoices to think that the Act for 
the improvement of the internal arrangements of the 
University of Cambridge will give fresh powers of 
usefulness to that ancient and renowned seat of 
learning. 


The Act for regulating Joint Stock Companies 
will afford additional facilities for the advantageous 
employment of capital, and will thus tend to promote 
the development of the resources of the Country ; 
while the Acts passed relative to the Mercantile 
Laws of England and of Scotland will diminish the 
inconvenience which the differences of those Laws 
— to Her Majesty’s Subjects engaged in 
trade. 


Her Majesty has seen with satisfaction that you 
have given your attention to the arrangements con- 
nected with County Courts. It is Her Majesty’s 
anxious wish that justice should be attainable by all 
classes of Her Subjects with as much speed and 
with as little expense as may be consistent with the 
due investigation of the merits of causes to be tried. 


Her Majesty trusts that the Act for placing the 
Coast Guard under the direction of the Board of 
Admiralty will afford the groundwork for arrange- 
ments for providing, in time of Peace, means appli- 
cable to national defence on the occurrence of any 
future emergency.
